How reasonable is the Edmonton 
plan to spend $600 million for an 
LRT from the Jubilee to Southgate 
and Heritage Malls ? Since it will 
be 12-18 months before the excava- 
tion equipment arrives from 
Singapore, may I suggest the fol- 
lowing alternatives to serve more 
people. 

1. 50 new buses and service from 
U of A to Southgate, Heritage & 
Mill Woods. Estimate $20 million. 

2. LRT-A from Heritage to 
Edmonton Airport with connec- 
tions to Nisku & Leduc. Since the 
railway would be above ground, 
Edmonton’s share should be only 
$160 million. 

3. LRT-B from Capilano Mall 
along Baseline road to Sherwood 
Park. Connect from 50 St. & 100 
ave. (huge empty lot across from 
Capilano Mall where Canadian 
used to be). Edmonton’s share: 
$140 million. 

4. LRT-C from St. Albert to 
Westmount. Edmonton’s share: 
$140 million. 

5. LRT-D from Stony Plain & 
Spruce Grove to WEM. 
Edmonton’s share: $140 million.

The lucrative Leduc- 
International Airport fares would 
be shared among ALL communi- 
ties. For the Leduc-International 
Airport connection non-residents 
pay $15 and metro-Edmonton resi- 
dents with an ID card get a $5 fare. 

This shared service plan would 
increase inter-community business 
and significantly reduce green- 
house gas emissions of commuters, 
a primary rationale of justification 
for a solo LRT for Edmonton. If we 
wait, these areas will become 
developed and cause future LRT 
extensions to be delayed because of 
the cost of very expensive tunnel- 
ing. 
Why is $100 million being spent 
to go 4 blocks from the Jubilee to 
the University Medical Centre 
when there are already two LRT 
outlets just 3 blocks from the 
Jubilee & Medical Centre ? 

My grandmonther used to walk 
6 miles one way to school in the 
winter and she lived to be 90, per- 
haps we could reduce healthcare 
costs if people did a little more 
walking.

Pondering the incredible comic heaviness of Steven Wright

“HELLO?” 

“Hi, may I speak to Steven Wright 
please?” : 

It felt silly even saying it. As if I 
couldn't tell it was Steven Wright 
from the first word. Along with his 
haywire fringe of brillo-pad hair, 
Wright's somnolent nasal drone is the 
single most recognizable thing about 
him. For two decades the stand-up 
comedian and actor has turned an 
apparent lack of energy into his 

~ comedic trademark, delivering his 
warped one-liners in a halting, 
monotone, as though the next word 
might induce the blinding migraine 
he’s been dreading all day. 

Over the phone from his home in 
New England, he doesn’t come 
across that differently, except that 
he’s more inclined to laughter himself 
and conversational speech reveals 
more of his Bostonian bleat, especial- 
ly when he talks about “ahticles” and 
“drawrings.” All inall, Steven Wright 
sounds like he’s downright bushed. 

Exhaustion, as they say, is cumula- 
tive, so perhaps it’s the rigorous fun- 
nyperson’s schedule that keeps 
Wright winded. He hits the road for 
about 60 shows a year. Acts some. 
Does a little voice-work and... 

“Just hang around, wondering 
what I’m doing,” he says. “No, you 
know, I just... | don’t know what I do. 
Hang around, read and write, eat 
sandwiches, get ready for the next 
tour.” 

AN IMPROBABLE DREAM 

Fact is, Wright's grogginess is of a 
piece with his intensely absurd come- 
dy, the enervated mutterings of one 
worn out by too much hard thinking. 
But the pithiness and repeatability of 
his jokes has stood him in good stead 
for the last 20 years, a rare feat consid- 
ering the perishability of most mass- 

consumed humour. 
’ ig 20 got his big break as a come- 
lian in 1982 when TV producer Peter 
LaSalle caught his act at a Chinese 
restaurant in Cambridge, Mass. and 
invited him to appear on The Tonight 














Show. He was invited back the next 
week. This, in itself, was the culmina- 
tion of a specific dream cultivated 
over countless nights watching 
Johnny Carson’s monologue and 
stand-up routines by the likes of 
George Carlin, David Brenner and 
Robert Klein. 

“1 thought that’s what I would like 
to do, be a comedian who goes on 
The Tonight Show. 1 thought of that 
when I was about 14, that was my 
goal, my fantasy,” Wright says. “T 
didn’t even think if I was funny. I 
didn’t think whether I could do it, it 
was just my dream. It was like when 
you're 15 and you want to play in the 
World Series, you don’t even think 
about —I can’t even hit the ball out 
of the driveway.” 

Since then, Wright has worked 
slowly but steadily, getting nominat- 
ed fora Grammy for his only album, 
I Have a Pony (1986), winning an 
Oscar for co-writing the short film 
The Appointments of Dennis Jennings 
(1988) and memorably playing the 
voice of the under-caffeinated DJ in 
Quentin Tarantino's Reservoir Dogs 
(1992). 

Recently — that’s four years ago 
for those of us not moving at the 
speed of Wright — the comedian 
wrote, starred in, directed and helped 
compose music for a short film called 
One Soldier. 

“T loved doing that One Soldier 
because I loved —I mean I like to 
paint, I like to write music, I like to 
act, | like to be funny and all those 
things are in the film, so it’s like a bil- 
lion decisions, it’s all the arts com- 
bined into one medium. It’s very 
interesting. So I'd like to do that 
again, I am doing again, I just don’t 
have anything to say to you, what is 
it, what is it about, I can’t answer 
you.” 

Wright's Web site, 
stevenwright.com, has clips from his 
films, stand-up clips, music, a gallery 
of his paintings and some of the 
weirdness you associate with the 
man. 

“Well I've been painting for years, 
then it’s like, ‘What am I going to put 
on this Web site?’ I look at it as a tree- 
house, like a kid who has a tree- 
house? So I had some of my paint- 


ings, oh I'll show some paintings, oh 
I'll show some stories... “ 


EXTRA-KEEN NOTICING 

Wright maintains it was his inter- 
est in drawing from an early age that 
influenced his peculiar worldview 
(concerned parents and educators 
take note). 

“That was my first form of creativi- 
ty, and it really affected my life. ... 
would try to draw very realistically, 
so when you draw something real, 
like a glass next to a vase, you 
become very aware of what some- 
thing really looks like, like you notice 
the glass and the vase then you see 
the space in between and it has a 
shape in itself, which you normally 
wouldn't pay attention to unless you 
were drawing it. And then that affect 
ed me noticing things later on in life 
— that’s what comedy really is, notic- 
ing in more detail than you normally 
would.” 

Wright's top-billed appearance at 
the Comedy Arts Festival marks his 
return to Edmonton after his first 
appearance here in the mid-’90s. His 
recollections of our little backwater, 
however, are as indistinct as his 
future plans. 

“I don’t remember anything. 
When you move so much like this, 
you know, people ask me what it’s 
like, ask me my impression of — it’s 
not that the town lacks anything. You 
could ask me, what did you think of 
Chicago, and I wouldn’t remember 
that either.” 

In any event, Wright's fans can 
expect a mix of old and new material, 
delivered in that same pained monot- 
one they’ ve come to know and love. 
One would think that, having spent 
20-plus years honing his own comic 
chops, Wright would have an idea of 
what makes people laugh. It seems 
worthwhile asking anyway. How do 
you know what people will find 
funny? 

Countless seconds pass while 
Wright formulates the only answer 
his tone of voice would give you to 
expect. 

“That question is so wide,” he mut- 
ters. “I’m exhausted from that ques- 
tion.”

Concrete Blonde’s Johnette Napolitano 
on old ghosts and new technology

THE NET WAS MADE FOR PEOPLE 
like Johnette Napolitano. The lead 
singer of the recently reformed 
Concrete Blonde is all about using, 
technology in the interest of art. On 
the group’s web page (www.con- 
creteblondeofficialwebsite.com) 
she’s posted an extensive tour diary, 
poetry, art projects, songs recorded 
while touring, even a solo album. 
It’s the perfect forum for such a pro- 
lific artist, and a strong indication 
that the re-formation of the punkish 
“New Romantic” band was 
inevitable — there’s just too much 
still to be said. 

Although the band is touring to 
support a brand new album, plus 
making the most of new technology 
that allows them to post online 
songs that were recorded minutes 
before in a hotel room, old habits 
threatened to abort their rebirth. 
Shortly after Napolitano and co- 
founder James Mankey recorded 
Group Therapy with longtime drum- 
mer Harry Rushakoff, Rushakoff 
ditched the tour and ended up with 
a 16-month jail sentence on a num- 
ber of charges, mostly stemming 
from longtime drug problems. 
Luckily, the desire to continue as 
Concrete Blonde outweighed the 
prospect of losing a third of the 
group, so here they are over 20 
years after their inception.

reunite, what happens next, and 
why the Internet may be the best 
thing that ever happened to them. 


What are the most significant 
changes since the “Still in 
Hollywood” days? 

The most obvious change that I 
didn’t expect was that we have a lot 
of mutual respect as far as our indi- 
vidual contributions and what it 
takes to be a good band. Harry’s no 
longer with us, but we're on a roll, 
and Gabriel Ramirez, who we're 
working on many new projects 
with, is as much of a star as [former 
members] Harry or Paul Thompson. 
There are only three of us, so the 
third person always was a huge fac- 
tor. Harry’s back in jail, and we're 
done. Period. 

Music is all that matters, not the 
bullshit, and when you get to be a 
certain age you really appreciate the 
time you have to do what you were 
born to do, and I don’t believe in 
wasting time. That's back to the “M’ 
word: maturity.” 

What was the best reason for get- 
ting back together? 

What has come of it is Jim and I 
being better friends, respecting each 
other more as musicians, appreciat- 
ing what we've done together and 
finding Gabriel. I’m listening to 
what we did this last month as I 
write this and it makes me want to 
keep doing this. Whereas before I 
was tired, now I feel new again. 

What's the concept for the new 
album, including the artwork (an 
electric chair and pictures of the 
members in straightjackets)? _ 


We hadn't seen or been close to 
each other in years and I found 
myself, before 9/11, ina very, very 
extreme state of mind. Dreams 
about bombs, paranoia — extreme 
paranoia, paralyzing. Thad no idea 
where it was coming from, but | was 
absolutely out of my mind. | was 
certain I was going to die, some- 
thing terrible was going to happen, 
and I didn’t know what. The only 
thing I felt capable of doing was 
locking myself in a room and mak- 
ing a record. | got to Jim, who, 
unknown to me, had been having 
some personal problems, himself. 

We went and saw Harry, who 
had been in rehab, had lunch and 
after eight years it was a matter of 
days before we had instruments in 
our hands and I furiously started 
writing. We just did it. Rehearsed 
through June and July, each of us 
seeing our respective shrinks for our 
respective reasons, laughed about it, 
and went in the studio and 
slammed it out in ten days. 

So, that’s what music is for me, 
and it’s what it was for us, at the 
time. Then the shit hit the fan on 
9/11, and I was up and saw the 
plane hit, and called Jim and said 
“get up, you won't believe this.” 

At that moment I knew, I knew 
exactly, that’s what Id been feeling. 
It turns out a lot of people all over 
the world went sarc the same 
thing. I felt like it would be my last 
chance to make a record and I didn’t 
know why.” 

Why and when do you do the 
hotel recordings posted on the 
Net? 

When I have enough of an 
evening off on the road and it seems 
right. [Musician] Steve Wynn was 
on the road with us, and nights off 
on the road are really no fun for me. 

Besides a bath and a workout, I'd 
rather be home if I’m not playing 
and I’m out there to make music 
and not sit my ass in a hotel bar 
wasting time. 

I travel with a laptop and 
ProTools MBox, and it’s pretty 
great. When the opportunity is 
there, it’s fun. In Hawaii, | just stuck 
the mic up to the radio, the local 
Hawaiian station, and we played 
along with whatever was on the 
radio. It’s like an audio snapshot of 
where you are.

Since their formation in 1989, fol- 
lowed by their stunning First Prize 
win at the Banff International String 
Quartet Competition in 1992, the 
Canadian-based ensemble has taken 
the chamber music world by storm 
with their honest and powerful per- 
formances and award-winning 
recordings. The Quartet has recently 
undergone the traumatic departure 
of their cellist, Marina Hoover, due 
to her husband's job relocation, and 
has acquired the services of a capa- 
ble replacement in Alberto Perini. 

Violist Lesley Robertson, who had 
her initial musical training here in 
Edmonton, feels that the true 
essence of ensemble performance 
has to do with feats with the 
music and audiences. “You can’t 
help but be moved by whatever 
you're playing [at the time], other- 
wise it’s not coming across effective- 
ly. We throw everything we have 
into the [music].” 

Their Saturday concert will fea- 
ture only two works, both powerful 
staples of the repertoire — Franz 
Schubert's Quintet in C Major, Op. 
163 (which will bring Hoover back 
from Chicago to play the second 
cello part) and Dimitri 
Shostakovich’s String Quartet No. 3. 

Robertson admits that two works 
ona concert is somewhat unusual. 
“The Shostakovich itself is a devas- 
tating work and we've often found 
that it’s impossible to program any- 
thing following it. It’s [such a] 
strong work. Schubert is sort of in 
the same boat, so we thought that 
the two together would make a 
good pairing.”

instantly as being truly Canadian. 
Once Shari Ulrich has bowed her 
fiddle, tickled an ivory keyboard, 
or has sung her often-autobio- 
graphical lyrics, for example, she’s 
produced a sound that’s as west 
coast as the smell of low tide. 

Her most recent effort on record 
was 1998's wonderful The View From 
Here, and simply, it’s been way too 
many years since. Although she has 
been working constantly, with vari- 

ous stage and theater efforts, touring 
on her own and with Pied Pumkin, 
it seems that finding the time that 
was needed to get down to record- 
ing is a problem of logistics.

she was a member of the Hometown 
Band, or even as she forged her solo 
career, Shari hasn’t strayed too far 
away from the stage. Her focus now 
is in front a different set of footlights. 
She's put her efforts into produc- 
tions like Tapestry, a homage to the 
Carol King record, scoring the occa- 
sional Vancouver Shakespearean 
production, and singing with a 
women’s choir closer to home on 
Bowen Island. 

“Currently I’ve been doing a 
show called ‘Baby Boomer Blues, a'60s 
revue. It tells the story of the decade, 
and we sing a bunch of the songs.

There’s lots of mono- 
logues and things. So a new chal- 
lenge: it’s great.”

For slide guitar maestro Rachelle 
Van Zanten, that means picking up 
her National Resophonic, and grab- 
bing a few friends for a little 
LaDiDa.

“This is the 
music that I grew up with, so it’s 
really important that I keep doing 
it.”

And unlike the Daisies who are a 
regimented, rehearse-four-times-a- 
week outfit, Van Zanten uses 
LaDiDa to kick back and just play 
for playing’s sake.

We 
encouraged the musicians out in the 


audience to come up and jam with 
us and it was really cool. We had 
nine people on stage and I was just 
digging it.” 

One of the coolest gigs had to be a 
show they played at the Sidetrack on 
a Saturday afternoon recently. The 
event is a regular thing the ‘Track 
does for kids, and Van Zanten dis- 
covered that she’s in a position to 
mold those yet to fully develop 
musical taste-buds, 

“We played to a bunch of 12-turn- 
ing-13-year old girls. They were pre- 
viously dancing to the canned music 
of Britney Spears, and then we went 
on. It was great. They tried to polka, 
and I educated them throughout the 
whole set as to who wrote the songs. 
We played an old Lucinda Williams 
tune from 1979, then I explained 
who Lucinda Williams was, and 
they were all totally excited to go 
home and lear about all these 
women who were into folk music.” 

Beyond LaDiDa, Van Zanten also 
has a dream to someday organize a 
cross-Canada slide guitar tour. “The 
idea was that we would take a train 
and be sponsored by VIA rail, and in 
every town we played we would 
have a host slide player that lived 
there.” In her vision she sees the for- 
midable likes of Lester Quitzau, 
Harry Manx, Ellen McILwaine, 
among others, as part of the set. 

“ think big,” she says. “I always 
do.” 

Rachelle Van Zanten and LaDiDa are 
at the Black Dog Saturday January 25 
for another HAIR OF THE DOG show, 
which happens every Saturday afternoon 
from 4-6 pm, but get there early: it fills 
up fast.

ON THE INDEPENDENCE, FULL WHITE DRAG'S 
singer Dave Mueller evokes an austere 
mood with his raw-throated vocals, which 
bear a strong resemblance to those of 
rock icon Steve Albini, whose maniac 
howls helped define the bands Big Black, 
Rape Man and Shellac.

‘n’ reed, while “Salt Peanuts,” “Groovin’ 
High” and “Ornithology” capture the duo’s 
live energy. Davis may have gone on to 
break the trail for cool jazz, modal jazz and 
fusion, but these early Savoy recordings 
captured him before the evolution: as a 
young bebopper surrounded by other 
luminary musicians.

AS A KID (AND THIS IS FAIRLY COM- 
mon, I hear) I used to wish for an 
army-style plate so the different ele- 
ments of the tasty and nutritious 
meals my Mother lovingly prepared 
would not mix until they were Safely 
in my tummy. 

| still have a bit of that in me; cer- 
tain things belong in certain places, 
and there are neatly compartmental- 
ized zones to keep things in proper 
order. Like, for example, movie 
screens should be reserved for 
movies, and syrupy, made-for-TV 
“inspirational” “true” “stories” 
should stay on the TV. 

Evelyn is so overtly, unbelievably 
emotionally manipulative it’s almost 
a must-see; the people responsible 
for this film’s being made are either 
shockingly tasteless or criminally 
cynical. No opportunity is spared to 
shoot heartstring-seeking anti- 
housewife missiles into the audi- 
ence, whether they’re carrying con- 
ventional tearjerking payloads or 


heartwarmings of mass destruction. 
Children gaze pathetically, eyes 
mist, scenery unfolds, sunlight softly 
filters, and handy musical cues pro- 
vide even the most unfeeling of 
robots with crib notes on which 
emotions to feel and when. And no, I 
don’t know where that “missile” 
metaphor came from, or where it 
went. 

This particular inspirational true 
story is the inspirational true story of 
a father’s love that changed a nation. 
Specifically, it is Pierce Brosnan’s. 
love, the nation is Ireland, and the 
change wrought was the change 
from a country where it’s easy for 
evil nuns to steal children from 
stereotypical working-class Irishmen 
and never give them back, to a coun- 
try where it’s a little bit more diffi- 
cult. Call it Not Widdout Me Daughter. 

Did Tsay “daughter”? I meant 

“children.” Brosnan has more than 
just the one; but the boys don’t count 
for much. This film only has eyes for 
the titular Evelyn (Sophie 
Vavasseur), a TV-movie urchin so 
cute and positive and plucky she 
makes Pollyanna look like a moody 
little bitch. She is the main schmaltz 
vector, the adorable centre around 
which every bit of empty Hallmark 
bullshit focuses. Pushing emotional 


buttons is one thing — it’s what 
makes movies work — but it’s 
another to frantically slap at the 
audience's emotional keyboard like 
a TV computer whiz “hacking into 
the mainframe.” She calls sunlight 
“angel rays”, for fuck’s sake! 

he best thing about Evelyn is 
Pierce Brosnan’s performance. 
Because I'm a really immature and 
unsophisticated filmgoer, I have 
trouble looking at Brosnan and see- 
ing anything other than his James 
Bond / Remington Steele character; 
he’s not exactly one of those “pro- 
tean’’ actors who totally become a 
unique character every time the 
cameras roll. But here, as I searched 
this relentless slide show of mass- 
market calendar images and gift- 
shop wisdom for any genuine enter- 
tainment, Brosnan’s Bondness came 
in real handy. 

See, it’s always been a pet peeve 
of mine that Bond didn’t ever really 
go undercover — he usually didn’t 
even bother to use a fake name. 
Brosnan in Evelyn is Bond disguising 
himself as a working-class lad who's 
had a run of bad luck, and viewing 
the movie with that in mind (some 
drugs might help) adds drama and 
suspense otherwise missing. When's 
he gonna tear off that threadbare 
wool coat to reveal his impeccable 
tux, pull out his rinky-dink little pis- 
tol, drop the heavy brogue and 
make a smugly witless pun? 

Alas, the answer is “never.”

They meet after Tom 
beans Sarah in the head with a foot- 
ball. Naturally, the two of them fall 
madly in love and, much to the cha- 
grin of Sarah’s parents, get engaged 
after dating for only nine months. 
The wedding goes off without a 
hitch, and the newlyweds head to 
Europe for their honeymoon. It isn’t 
long before Sarah and Tom begin to 
get on each other's nerves. 

Their fights are catalyzed superfi- 
cial differences — she wants to 
explore museums; he'd rather watch 
baseball — but the root of the ten- 
sion, we are supposed to believe, 
stems from the deep secrets Tom 
and Sarah are keeping from each 
other. Tom accidentally killed 
Sarah’s dog (thanks to the pre- 
dictable tennis-ball-out-the-window 
gag), and Sarah slept with another 
man shortly after she and Tom start- 
ed dating. 

While these are truly monumental 
secrets, they certainly form less of a 
basis for annulment than the “little” 
things each character does. For 
example, when the couple is at the 
check-in counter for their flight 
home, Sarah tells the airline worker, 
“My husband has two pounds of

GOD HELP YOU IF YOU WORK IN THE 
tourist industry in Detroit because 
the one-two punch of 8 Mile and 
now Narc has got to be murder for 
business. If you've seen either film, 
it's doubtful you want to check out 
the city anytime soon, unless you’re 
a huge Ted “Motor City Madman” 
Nugent fan, or you've always want- 
ed to holiday in a crime-ridden crap- 
hole. 

But what's bad for the Detroit 
tourism people is great for the 
movies. Director Joe Carnhan, fol- 
lowing in the tradition of grit-cop 
movies like The French Connection in 
which the streets are metaphor for 
the soul, makes the most of the 


worst. 

Intensity abounds with Jason 
Patric starring as Nick Tellis: an 
undercover cop with more baggage 
than your average Gilligan’s Island 
castaway. In one of the most frenetic 
opening scenes ever put to film, the 
disheveled officer chases down a 
murderous junkie who takes a little 
kid hostage. Tellis blows him away, 
saving the kid, but in the process 
dropping a pregnant woman with a 
ricochet. As he desperately screams 
for help and tries to stop the hemor- 
thaging, the tone of the film is set. 

Jump ahead two months and 
Tellis has been reinstated to take 
advantage of his undercover con- 
tacts to solve the brutal murder 
(almost everything's brutal in this 
film) of a cop. The dead officer’s 
partner is put back on the case at 
Tellis’ request, setting off all sorts of 
fireworks. 


owns the role of Henry Oak: a blus- 
tery, violent hulk who flouts the 
rules with the same zeal he brings to 
beating ro vith a pool ball ina 
sock. He's the stereotype of the 
loose-cannon cop inflated past the 
point of cliché into something darker 
but still human — the kinda guy 
who'd make Popeye Doyle proud. 

Similarly, the plot flirts with for- 
mula without succumbing to it, as 
Tellis discovers both Oak and the 
dead guy have some suspicious con- 
nections to the local drug culture. 
While they pound the decrepit 
streets of the city, roughing up 
addicts and finding corpses, Tellis’ 
marriage strains under the weight of 
his wife's fears that he'll redevelop 
the drug addiction he acquired dur- 
ing his last undercover stint. 

The movie has all the subtlety of a 
sucking chest wound, but it works 
most of the time because it’s so well 
put together. In addition to the per- 
formances of the leads, the setting, 
lighting, editing, directing take that 
dramatic grit to a new level. Only 
the dialogue gets uncomfortably 
over the top at points and flirts with 
parody — most of the time it fits into 
the hard-knock stylization, however. 

The opening scene is the begin- 
ning of an unrelenting trip through 
the mental, social, and physical ugli- 
ness that comes with being in Tellis’ 
and Oak’s position. But perhaps the 
best indication that Carnhan’s an up 
and coming director is the detailed 
way in which he fleshes out the 
entire world of the film. The way 
Tellis’ house looks just messy 
enough to be lived in by real people, 
the way the trunk of the men’s car 
won't close properly before they 
head to a raid, and the cold-filtered 
chill of the footage tell just as much 
of the story as the dialogue. 

Narc is one of those films that 
draws you into the Seventh Circle 
(a.k.a. Detroit) and kicks the shit out 
of you on a gutter level, just the way 
it was meant to.

In essence, two 
ugly Americans dress up what they 
think is a dead kangaroo in order to 
take some tasteful souvenir photos; 
the kangaroo recovers and bounces 
away with some mob money, which 
our two lads carelessly left in a jacket 
pocket. Shenanigans ensue. 

This is a product movie, pure and 
simple; it’s safe and predictable fare 
in which every plot twist is 
telegraphed so far ahead there might 
as well be subtitles in Morse code. 
There’s not enough ambition here to 
make a truly bad movie. Sure, it 
seems a little ethnocentric of the 
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filmmakers to introduce the love 
interest with a relieved “You're an 
American too?” But it isn’t worth 
petting riled up over, since you'll 

ave forgotten it long before you 
have the chance to compose that 
sternly worded letter. The only note- 
worthy thing is the name attached: 
story credit goes to Steve Bing, erst- 
while father of Liz Hurley’s child. 
His only previous writing credits, by 
the way, are a Judd Nelson film and 
the first two Chuck Norris 
escapades, Missing in Action and the 
unfathomable paradox of Missing in 
Action Il: The Beginning. 

Kangaroo Jack is a slight pepe: 
ment in comparison. Even while 
producer Jerry “Gratuitous Car 
Chase” Bruckheimer leaves his 
indelible mark, at least he’s populat- 
ed the film with people who might 
still view this script as a challenge: 
this is the best thing Jerry 
O'Connell's been involved with 
since Jerry Maguire, and may actually 
be remembered as the high-water 
mark for the career of one-time 
Canadian synchronized swimming 
phenom Estella Warren. As for the 
token legitimate actor, I can only 
assume Christopher Walken is deliv- 
ering a wheelbarrow full of money 
to a Ugandan orphanage even now. 

You could do worse than 
Kangaroo Jack; if you're one of those 
undemanding people who fondly 
remembers the heyday of Bill Cosby 
and only gets out to the movies 
twice a year, you may enjoy it. But 
Id hesitate before using up half my 
annual quota on this.

“AMERICA WAS BORN IN THE STREETS” 
is the ridiculous tagline for Martin 
Scorsese's dewy-eyed film Gangs of 
New York. Northern Ireland, though, 
there's a society that was born in the 
streets; Paul Greengrass’ film Bloody 
Sunday makes it crystal clear how 
hideous that birth was. 
Scorsese shows New York in the 
. 1860s about to evolve into a new-world 
society, but that growth is actually 
stymied by the endless gang warfare he 
$0 lovingly portrays. “We didn't expect 
it to follow us here,” says Monk McGinn 
(Brendan Gleeson) about the centuries- 
old fight with the British. But the 
bloody, squalid street battles are the 
death-throes of that fight, the conclu- 
sion of a rivalry that is ceasing to have 
meaning. Unfolding in the background 
of Gangs of New York is a genuinely 
new-world battle, the American Civil 
War. But Monk also claims, when he 
runs for Sheriff, that the fights in New 
York's Five Points were more important 
than what was going on in Dixie; that’s 
a ridiculous interpretation of history, 
and | get the feeling that it sums up 
what Scorsese thinks. His war between 
the gangs is so romanticised, its figures. 
imbued with such a sense of tragic- 
heroic honour, that it all seems far 
Hi important than the boring ‘ol Civil 
far 
Scorsese seals the deal during the 
concluding sequence, which takes place 
during the Draft Riots of 1863. Here 
Was a moment when the nation was 
truly ripping itself apart; innocent blacks 
were brutally, hatefully killed, and their 
orphanages burnt to the ground, by ~ 
dirt-poor immigrants. It was one of the 
final instalments in the saga of. in the 
words of historian Noel Ignatieff, how 
the Irish became white; its shameful 
cy scars the nation to this day. And 
yet Scorsese siill tries to shift the gravi- 
ty to a fetid, pathetic squabble between 
Bill the Butcher (Daniel Day-Lewis), a 
guy who can't forget that his father died 
in the war of 1812 (the last time the 
Americans would fight the British; the 
last time the country would think of 
itself in explicitly old-world terms) and 
an Amsterdam Vallon (Leonardo

clan\ was formed by the death 
of his own father.

NOT TOO MUCH CHANCE OF THAT 
happening, Martha. Motown is now 
so much a part of the common musi- 
cal language that for many people 
it’s not even worth talking about, 
except as an exercise in nostalgia. It’s 
insidious: you can’t walk into a cof- 
fee shop or K-Mart without hearing 
the indelible guitar beginning to 
“My Girl’ or the piano and bass fig- 
ure that kicks off “I Can’t Help 
Myself.” Then again, maybe you 
can’t hear it at all. It could be argued 
that 40 years of saturated radio play 
has bludgeoned these songs to such 
a degree that you can no longer real- 
ly hear the heartache behind “You 
Really Got A Hold On Me,” or the 
call to revolution that lies just under- 
neath “Dancing in the Streets.” So 
maybe a history lesson is in order . 
In 1959, Motown founder Berry 
Gordy jr. had the foresight to pull 
together some of the best jazz and 
blues musicians in Detroit to back 
up his youthful group of songwrit- 
ers, producers and singers. 
Eventually christened the Funk 
Brothers by drummer Benny 
Benjamin, these musicians went on 
to play on more hit records than the 
Stones, Beatles and Elvis Presley 
combined. Unlisted on the albums, 
carefully hidden by Gordy in the 
Hitsville studio, the Brothers were 


never properly credited for their part 
in the Motown story. Fans have long 


appreciated the importance of 
bassist James Jamerson, drummer 
Benny Benjamin, guitarist Robert 
White, and pianist Earl Van Dyke 
and ep any recognition at this 
overdue.

fudging musical history and over- 
stating the musician’s case. 

Much is made of the Brother's 
importance to the label’s sound, but 
little is actually revealed about why 
that is. There are a few moments: 
percussionist Jack Ashford uses 
“Ain't Too Proud To Beg” to give 
Ben Harper a quick lesson in 
Motown dynamics, while guitarists 
Joe Messina and Eddie Willis talk 
about the solidarity in the guitar sec- 
tion and the way in which the three 
guitarists would carefully construct 
parts that complemented each other. 
Jamerson is duly honored for his 
innovative playing; Shanghaied into 
working on Marvin Gaye's “What's 
Going On,” he composed the classic 
title track’s bass line while lying 
drunk on the floor. 

Joan Osborne, Ben Harper, Bootsy 
Collins and a few others are brought 
in to sing with the Brothers, under 
the assumption that (as producer 
Steve Jordan says early in the film) 
“Deputy Dawg could sing these 
songs” with these musicians and 
they would still be hits. It’s a pretty 
far fetched idea: Gerald Levert 
(“Ain’t No Mountain High 
Enough,” with Chaka Khan) and 
Me’Shell NdegéOcello (“You Really 
Got A Hold On Me”) acquit them- 
selves well; the rest simply prove 
that singers like Marvin Gaye and 


David Ruffin were as essential to the 


song as the accompaniment. 

By far the most moving sequence 
in the film has to be NdegéOcello 
chatting up fellow bassist Bob 
Babbitt on stage between rehearsals 
about the effect the death of Martin 
Luther King had on relations 
between black and white musicians. 
Agitated, fiddling with his glasses, 
Babbitt tries to convey how impor- 


tant acceptance amongst these most- 


ly black musicians was to him, until

PUMPKIN IS A MOVIE THAT IS JUST 
kind of wrong, yet somehow you 
can’t stop thinking about it, an 
issues-flick executed in the style of a 
mediocre teen movie with Christina 
Ricci as Carolyn, a sorority sister 
who falls for a boy with unspecified 
physical and mental disabilities. 
What do we do with this? It is 
nasty and satirical, I think. Or a 
heartwarming treatise on the limit- 
lessness of love. I don’t know. 
Neither interpretation sits well on its 






own, and the sum of its parts is still 
slightly off. It’s a gory trainwreck 
where no response seems appropri- 
ate. That's not totally because of the 
subject matter, but unlike other films 
that resemble Lars von Trier’s intel- 
lectual gross-out, The Idiots, the 
intended object of our ridicule is 
ambiguous. And there are many, 
many potential targets. 

The Alpha Omega Pi’s want to 
win sorority of the year against the 
tri-Omegas. They have plans. They'll 
pick the right recruits: a black girl 
(“She looks just like Whitney 
Houston”) and a Filipino (“with 
cute, Caucasian features”). They’ Il 
hold a formal dance with the most 
coveted fraternity house. And they'll 
work with “special” athletes like 
Pumpkin Romanoff (Hank Harris), a 
gawky wheelchair-bound Macaulay 
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The Untold Story of the Soul Behind the Sound

Culkin look-alike assigned to hap- 
less Carolyn, who is initially 
opposed to bringing the weird into 
her perfect campus life. 

It's the classic sheltered, privileged 
gal meets boy from the wrong side 
of town, except this is a divide of 
more than class or culture. “Is he 
Chinese? Or African? Or worse? A 
Jew?” asks Carolyn’s mother. Worse, 
indeed. Carolyn’s disgust turns to 
obsession, leading to an ill-conceived 
double date ending in what she per- 
ceives as pure love. She is as con- 
fused by her attraction as we are, 
especially since she has a nice 
boyfriend with a freakishly square 
jaw. It’s just that special little 
Pumpkin seems so... uncomplicated. 

Distressed and wanting her inno- 
cence back, she visits the school 
counselor, “You are letting your 
compassion take over to create a fog 
of poetic, romantic fantasy... Just 
remember that when you indulge in 
those fantasies you dangerously 
affect the object of your fantasy.” 


What do you know? A movie 
therapist who’s actually on the 
mark. But like other people (and the 
premise of this movie, entirely) who 
stupidly cling to really inappropriate 
romantic targets, Carolyn insists that 
her love is genuine and “pure,” par- 
ticularly in the face of so much dis- 
approval. Supposing no one gave 
her any guff about it? She would be 
complaining about all the annoying 
things about her “challenged” 
boyfriend, guaranteed. If anything, 
Pumpkin poses an urgent question: 
who’s the retard here, really? 

Then, like an OTC drug-addled 
nightmare version of Pretty in Pink, 
Pumpkin materializes at AOPi's for- 
mal, which segues into something 
reminiscent of South Park's Cripple 
Fight episode. 

Is it a joke? Are they saying some- 
thing about our reluctance to draw 
lines anymore? It looks like a con- 
sciousness raising, but lapses into a 
tilted-head sorority sister's lack of 
understanding. The funniest parts 
seem unintentional, but the romance 
is treated like something that is 
Carolyn’s right in her journey of per- 
sonal growth, never mind that she’s 
his mentor and shouldn't be enter- 
taining those thoughts regardless. 

But the Hollywood fantasy is hard 
to resist. A longing glance out of a 
handi-bus window is enough to set 
the machine in gear, and perhaps the 
greatest accomplishment of this film 
is its attempt to create unease within 
this comfortable genre. But, like 
Carolyn’s imagined ideal love, I 
have a hunch that this movie is only 
accidentally profound. Worth see- 
ing, but terrible.

SWISS DIRECTOR XAVIER KOLLER 
can certainly make you believe that 
you're feeling the texture of life lived 
in rural mountainside communities.

It’s a pity. Koller understands the 
vulnerability of working people and 
the abuse of authority.

IT’S NOT UNUSUAL TO FIND CINEMA- 
tographers closely associated with 
the directors for whom they have 
done great work. Movie geeks know 
that Sven Nykvist lent his unerring 
eye to Ingmar Bergman's greatest 
work; that Lucien Ballard was Sam 
Peckinpah’s DOP of choice for wide- 
screen western epics; and that 
Gordon Willis revolutionized cine- 
matography with his work on The 
Godfather. 

André Turpin has received 
acclaim (of the minor-league, art- 
house variety) for the stunning cine- 


matography in French-Canadian 
features like Denis Villeneuve’s 
Maélstrom and his own Un crabe dans 
la téte, the latter of which is particu- 
larly remarkable for its underwater 
photography. To salute his singular 
talent, Metro Cinema is presenting a 
trio of short films by different direc- 
tors that bear the mark of Turpin’s 
camerawork.

Deploying fish-eyed 
lenses, underwater shots and dis-

Turpin’s sharp, colour- 
saturated images are laid over a trip- 
py CGI background for the opening - 
martial arts battle, but are no less 
alluring when depicting the courier’s 
daily rides through the sunshiney 
city. Sweetly ironic, Countdown 
reminds you that, even as you 
dream, it’s a good idea to keep your 
eyes open. Watching Turpin’s beau- 
tiful, super-real cinematography, it’s 
easy to believe that dreaming with 
your eyes open is possible.

PAUL FREEMAN'S CURRENT EXHIBITION 
Carousel, on display at The 
Workspace in Commerce Place, is 
the child of necessity and impa- 
tience. 

As an Alberta College of Art and 
Design student in interdisciplinary 
studies, he was running into road- 
blocks trying to create the kind of 
images he wanted, without the tradi- 
tional time-consuming processes. 

“1 was frustrated with my draw- 
ing classes and I said to myself, ‘I’m 
never going to do this with pencils 
and pens ever again.’ So I started 
using colour photocopies. What I 
liked was the immediate gratifica- 
tion, you could see what you were 
doing right away.” 

He invested in a digital video 
camera with an eye to making video, 
but found himself fascinated by 
enlarging still images on multiple 
pieces of paper on his inkjet printer. 
“It’s really taking photos and putting 


one on top of the other, like a jigsaw 
puzzle. I’m also interested in cubism, 
facets. It’s a little like jewelry.” It’s no 
surprise that he draws his analogy 
from gemstones: his-original training 
was in jewelry making. 

His previous exhibit featured 
dead birds and rodents surrounded 
by flowers; closeup portraits that are 
simultaneously disgusting, beauti- 
ful, and extremely moving. 

Freeman, a vegan, found that work- 


ing with the bodies helped him inte- 
grate his daily life with his chosen 
vocation. 

“1 found a dead seagull in the gut- 
ter near my house and I was already 
photocopying at that time —I 
couldn't just leave it there.” 

“These images evoke strong feel- 
ings; you can connect that and what 
you ate for breakfast. And there's 
something there about internal psy- 
chological states, old hurts. They’re 
saying, ‘I’m hurt and beautiful; look 
at me.’ At some point I'll let them go, 
get them out of my freezer.” 

His latest show uses the same 
techniques and animal motifs, but 
with a more epic feel. 

“I'm working with the idea of 
beauty, of awe, of spectacle. ‘What's 
it going to look like’ How big is it 
going to be?” 

He describes the latest work as 
fantasy landscapes, with images of 
garden statuary, horses and plants. 
Some of the figurines are customized 
half-human, half-animal hybrids 
that'some find disturbing, he says. 

“The newer works are more about 
fantasy, of allegory and a certain 
narrative quality. There's a relation- 
ship between the figures.” 

The centrepiece of the series is a 
wall-sized horse collage called 
“Carousel” that took three and a half 
months to complete. 

“The process of shooting was like 
making a record of walking around 
[the setup] with the camera, then I 
just looked at the pictures and orga- 
nized them by colour and themes. 
Then I composed it like a traditional 
landscape.”

Padmanadi Vegetarian Restaurant 
as eager to make your acquaintance 
is to sorely understate the case. Both 
times I’ve crossed the threshold of 
this new all-veggie place on 97 St., 
the friendly owners have practically 
carried ‘me to my seat. They're 
friendly, helpful and generous, they 
remembered me after one visit, and 
they not only serve great food, they 
add a new variant to the existing 
veggie restaurant palette — that’s 
more than 50 new meatless dishes in 
a town that serves its carnivorous 
population prodigiously but doesn’t 
offer too many strictly veggie 
options. 

Padmanadi’s menu draws on the 
flavours of Malaysian and 
Indonesian cuisine, which in turn 
takes in Chinese, Indian and Dutch 
influences. Curry, coconut milk, 
chilis and a sweet, thick soy-based 
sauce called kichap are common 
ingredients. Some of my favourite

My lunchtime visit to the clean, 
humble dining room came right at 
the tail end of their $6.99 all-you- 
can-eat buffet.

I ordered roti canai 
($4.99) and the shrimp-suey choy 
stirfry ($5.99) with a side of rice and 
sipped compulsively from the mug 
of extremely fragrant, flavourful tea 
that awaited me when I sat down. 

My friend was personally intro- 
duced by the hostess to the dishes 
he'd be eating, which included a 
curried soup he couldn't stop raving 
about, BBQ tofu (fried, actually), 
thick noodles with mixed vegeta- 
bles, a mock meat dish, fried taro 
and some other stuff he wouldn't let 
me try. 

My food came out of the kitchen 
so piping hot, it was impossible to 
eat right away, so I had to sit and 
watch my friend feast some more. I 
probably sustained a few burns for 
my impatience, but the pain was

worth it. The bread was melty and 
crispy and came apart in moist, 
steamy layers and the sauce comple- 
mented its butteriness with a hint of 
heat. 

I was next presented with a large 
platter of steamed suey choy ina 
light sauce, strewn with peculiar 
pink balls that resembled shrimp in 
texture and flavour. I wasn’t fooled 
or anything, but it was a pleasant 
surprise. At this point, the manage- 
ment offered us a complimentary 
slice of their veggie ham. Lord 
almighty. I’ve never had a mock 
meat that got anywhere close to tast- 
ing like real meat, but this slice of 
ham was something else. It wasn’t 
ham, but it was so convincingly 
meaty you would have practically 
sworn it was meat. Nearly. 

On my next visit, I wanted to 
sample more of their faux-meat 
magic, so my friends and I ordered 
the BBQ pork. We sort of expected it 
to be served with something, but it 
arrived all on its own, garnished 
with tomato and cucumber slices. 
With just eight pieces up for grabs, 
we all secretly hoped the little boy at 
the table, who was being a bit 
finicky, would turn up his nose at 
the fake pork so we could eat his 
share. Though not very much like 
BBQ pork, the rectangles of tex- 
tured, seasoned tofu (I’m guessing 
here) were satisfyingly tasty. 

From there, it seemed like food 
never stopped arriving at the table. 
We had curried soup with vermicel- 
li that contained more delicious 
mock meat and potato cubes; we 
had a dish of juicy chunks of egg- 
plant in a spicy sweet sauce; we had 
fried wontons, roti canai and a huge 
plate of rice noodles tossed with 
vegetables and mock meats in every 
colour of the rainbow that the 
kitchen prepared especially for us. I 
couldn't tell you which meats were 
counterfeit, but they were certainly 
delicious. 

At the end of the meal, we were 
presented with a tray of juicy 
orange slices and a dessert made 
with hot sweet milk, tapioca and 
cubes of potato and taro, compli- 
ments of the house.

She 
employs compassion and empathy 
even when she’s giving someone the 
caning of his life. “I'll acknowledge the 
intensity, maybe stroke his face, give 
him a kiss, or tell her she’s doing well 
and to breathe through the pain, then 
ask her to take another one for me,” 
she explains. 

Midori credits this courtesy to her 
upbringing. She grew up in Japan with 

her feminist, academic American 
mother and grandmother (who helped 
raise Midori after her mother and 
Japanese father divorced). Their sense 
of independence rubbed off, as did the 
Japanese sense of civility, ritual and 
esthetic. 

“The Japanese are capable of 
fetishizing anything,” says Midori. 
“They fetishize process. They've 
turned the humble practice of serving 
bloody tea into a five-hour ceremony.” 
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She discovered the same attention 
to detail in Japanese rope bondage. 

Midori first got into kinky sex while 
at Berkeley College in California. “We'd 
use the piece of rope from the corner 
of the cinder block holding up the 
futon frame to tie each other up,” she 
laughs. 

Midori eventually sought pros to lit- 
erally show her the ropes. When she 
played interpreter to a visiting 
Japanese rope bondage master, he 
gifted her with lessons and her worlds 
collided. 

“L remember watching these epic 
medieval dramas growing up in Japan 
where the good guys would capture 
the bad guys and tie them up,” recalls 
Midori. “It was not unlike Western kids 
growing up seeing Wonderwoman or 
Catwoman getting tied up.” 

But while the history and style of 
Japanese rope bondage differ from 
that in Western culture, Midori detests 
the Western notion that it's inherently 
exotic. 

“People automatically think, ‘Oooh, 
it's Asian, it must be mysterious, 
ancient and spiritual,’” Midori com- 
plains. “I see folks treat Japanese rope 
bondage masters with all this rever- 
ence, which is great, but we're not 


talking the Dalai Lama here. These are 
craftsmen who are damn good at what 
they do, but have no qualms admitting 
they’re dirty old men who tie up con- 
senting women so they can see their 
nicely squeezed breasts.” 

Still, like other Japanese traditions, 
such as serving tea or ikebana, the art 
of arranging flowers (both take 20-25 
years to receive a certificate of mas- 
tery), Japanese rope bondage is an art 
to be mastered. Midori stresses, how- 
ever, that it's a living art form that 
changes with those who practice it. 

Her own approach — captured in 
her book, “The Seductive Art of 
Japanese Bondage” (Greenery Press) 
and online at www.beautybound.com 
and www. fetishdiva.com — is to find 
beauty in the binding. 

“| want my bottoms to be beautiful 
in their humiliation,” she tells me, 
explaining how the rope is an exten- 
sion of herself. “When the rope sur- 
rounds them, it's me hugging them, 
when the rope digs in, it's me biting 
into them, and when it’s rubbing their 
sex, well, you get the idea.” 

There are fundamentals to the aes- 
thetic, like tying the arms behind the 
back, and having the person heavily 
bound with symmetrical ropes overlaid 
with intentionally asymmetrical bind- 
ings. Often, there is a look of suffering 
on the person's face because “Japan 
treasures the notion of endurance or 
gaman.” 

She realizes that Westerners, espe- 
Cially feminists, find such images of 
women troubling, but insists it’s part 
of the consensual role-playing. “It's 
that, ‘Oh, no, please don't, 
don’t...don't stop,” she says. “It 
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Piscine Patel, better known as Pi, is shipwrecked while» 
sailing from India to his family's new home in Canada. His 
companions in’the lifeboat are a Zebra, an Orangutan, a 
Hyena, and a Bengal Tiger. This young man's physical, 
emotional, and-spiritual survival is tested as he drifts for 
more than 200 days in the Pacific Ocean.
